Brownlee issued 
a formal statement indicat- 
ing he will resign in’ the 
near future. 

“LT have notified the Lieu- 
tenant-Governor of my in- 
tention to resign as premier 
of the province,” read the 
statement, “At the same 
time I requested him to al- 

| low me a few days to clean 
| up matters requiring my 
immediate attention and to 
enable my supporters to 
nominate a successor. Tois 
request was granted by His 

Honor, but it will be my en- 

deavor to formally tender 

my resignation in the very 
near future. 

“Thave made no personal 
plans other than that TF pro- 
pose to remain in the pro- 
vince of Alberta.” 

The decision to tender his 
resignation was made after 
Premier Brounlee had = con- 
sulted with friends here 

following the verdict on Sa- 
turday evening. 

Although it had been 
given out that the Premier 
had gone to his summer 
home at Sylvan Lake before 
the jury came in, it is now 

earned he was in the city 
and conferred with — the 
Lieutenant-Governor on Sa- 
turday night. 

He was accompanied by 
H. R. Milner, K.C., of Ed- 
monton. 

This morning it was stat- 
ed that Mr. Justice Ives had

“The last session of the Dominion 
house which has just prorogued was 
a busy and an important one. Cer- 
tain legislation passed should have 
far-reaching effects,” stated A. A. 
Heaps, Labor member, North Winni. 
peg, in an interview with the Bul- 
letin Tuesday morning. Mr. Heaps 
is in Edmonton on a holiday trip 
Tt is his first visit to Edmonton in 
14 years 

“Among the most important bills 
to pass parliament was the market- 
ing bill. It was a complete depar- 
ture from usually accepted stan- 
dard of bills introduced into parlia- 
ment. The bill confers powers 
upon certain industries and allows 
control in marketing and disposing 
of products which if sympathetically 
and properly administered may 
have far-reaching effects upon a 
large section of agricultural life of 
the country.” 

“The Bank act and creation of a 
new Central bank took up a large 
amount of the time of the session. 
The great defect in the bili is the 
fact that it is going to be a pri- 
vately-owned institution and its 
functions as such can have little 
new bearing upon the commercial 
life of the country.” 


MAKE BIG DIFFERENCE 


“A publicly-owned bank on the 
| other hand would have made a vast 
| difference in the whole economic 
| life of the country but evidently 
; the government was not prepared 
to accept such a change. However 
the framework of the bill is such 
that if a new government is elected 
next year, pledged to the creation 
of a public owned bank, the bill 
could be easily amended to provide 
for such.” 

| “Why did the C.C.F, members 
split on the vote for the third read- 
ing of the Central Bank Act; some 
voting for the act and others against 
it?” 

“Those who voted for it felt that 
the act as introduced in the house 
even though it provided for a pri- 
vately owned central bank contain- 
ed the framework for a publicly 
owned bank by amendment. It also 
was an improvement over the pre- 
sent act,” he said. 

“Those who voted against it did 
so because it did not immediately 
'establish a publicly owned bank.”

“Do you feel that the Ontario and 
Saskatchewan elections are any 
forecast of the probable results of 
the Dominion election next year?

“On the last ye ind filing a defence, his solicitors filed 
with it a counter-claim for $10,000 against Miss MacMillan 
and John Caldwell, a young medical student, son of Rev. 
John A. Caldwell, United Church minister at Edmonton. 
The Premier narrowed the conspiracy charges to these 
two, and charged that their object was blackmail. 


At the trial no evidence was submitted in support of the 


onspiracy charge, which was dismissed, the defence saying 
they preferred to make the issue a clearcut one as to whe ther 
seduction had taken place or not 


In support of her case Miss MacMillan told a remark- 
able story. She said that she had come to &dmonton in 
consequence of promises made to her by Premier Brownlee 
on a motordrive with her parents at Edson, and had 
become a constant visitor at the Premier's house. 

She said that a month after her arrival in Edmonton, 
while driving her back home to her lodgings, the Premier 
had asked her what she knew about life and made a date 
with her to go driving the following night when he would 
tell her more about life. She says he drove her out in the 
country and there told her he was a lonely man, with a 
wife who was unable to give him any sexual consortium 
for fear of losing her life, and asked her to be as a wife 
to him.

that purpose, words would be added to the 
statute to “permit of the appropriation of 
$1,200,000 for barracks being utilizer, «isewhere 
than in the city of Calgary.” 

Such language from a Canadian premier to 
the mayor of a city is probably without pre- 
cedent, as it is without justification. But our 
present Premier is not bound by either con- 
sideration. He “makes precedents” as he goes, 
and justifies ‘them to himself. And Calgary 
should know Mr. Bennett well enough to know 
that he is quite capable of making gvod the 
threat 

Several conclusions 


are to be drawn, and 
will be as time passes. The one of present and 
practical importance is that any municipal 
council that wants federal money spent in its 
community must suppress any opinion it may 
have as to how and for what the expenditure 
can be most advantageously made 

Edmonton's council will be well advised to 
keep its opinions to itself if it happens to think 
—as it probably does—that $200,000 could be 
spent here in ways more helpful to the unem- 
ployment situation than in the building of a 
new Mounted Police barracks. Since our Pre- 
mier will sperd it in that way or no way at all, 
by all means let him spend. 

Council should concentrate on pointing out 
that the expenditure of that sum, for any pur- 
pose, will give employment to only a trifling 
fraction of those who are without work; and 
urge that this vote be supplemented by a loan 
of a million or more dollars to the city, with 
which to carry out civic improvements and thus 
give employment to large numbers of citizens 
who cannot hope to get jobs in putting up the 
barracks.

Plan A Healthful Vacation| SIDE GLANCES--By George Clark 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


This article will appear the day before the 
fourth of July. Tomorrow, many people will 
be enjoying a holiday and inasmuch as many 
of you are also planning your summer vaca- 
tions at this time, I believe that this is a good 
day for an article on the subject of vacations. 

Whether your vacation 
lasts for one day or for two 
weeks, you should plan to 
spend it in such a way that 
you will get all of the good 
from it. A wisely spent 
vacation leaves you feeling 
rested and refreshed while 
one spent unwisely will 
leave you so tired that you 
feel it necessary to rest up 
while you recover from it. I 
am now going to try to give 


Dr. F. McCoy 
you some rules to follow which will help you 


to gain as much benefit as possible from a 
vacation period. 

I suggest that a good plan is to arrange to 
secure plenty of sleep tonight so that you will 
awaken early in the morning, feeling ready 
bed in such a way that you will obtain an 
abundance of fresh air during sleep. When 
you get up tomorrow morning, one of the best 
things you can do to prepare for the day's 
activities is to make sure that you eat a health- 
ful breakfast. A simple breakfast of eggs, toast 
and stewed fruit will be more beneficial to you 
than overloading on sausages or hotcakes 

Perhaps you are planning a trip to the sea- 
shore, to a nearby lake, or to the mountains; if 
so, make up your mind that after you arrive 
you will not overdo. Often there is a big tempt- 
ation to hike too far, swim too long, or play 
games too hard and if you make the mistake 
of taking active exercises when you are not 
accustomed to ‘t, you will only tire yourself 
out for the next day and awaken with stiff, 
sore, muscles. A good rule to follow is to take 
part in any strenuous activity for a short per- 
iod such as fifteen minutes and then to rest. 


A little later on, when your muscles are 
limbered up, it will be all right to exercise 
longer. Another good rule to follow is to guard 


against sunburn, either by protecting the body 
with clothing or by protecting the exposed 
portions with a cold cream “sun tan” 
preparation. Many people try to obtain a good 
tan the first day and become severely sun- 
burned, later suffering intensely 

It is advisable to definitely plan a rest period 
the middle of the morning and also in the 
middle of the afternoon during the first day 


or 


of your vacation. Take an hour off and relax, 
dozing in the shade, or reading an interesting 
book. If you wish to follow the relaxation 
period with a brisk walk, you will then be 
ready to take a bath, dress and be ready for 
your meal 

Choose your luncheon meal and dinner 
meal as carefully as possible. One of the com- 
mon mistakes is to throw all restraint in eat- 


ing to the winds and to partake of foods which 


erdinarily are not indulged in. The result is 
an upset stomach and a tired, lazy feeling 
Probably the best thing I can tell you to do 
on your vacation is this: Eat wisely and plan 
your meals to include plenty of raw salads 
and fresh vegetables. In eating fruit take it 
by itself in between meals or before going to 
bed 


At the end of the day go to bed in time to 
secure plenty of sleep and I promise you that 
you will wake up on Thursday morning feel- 
ing rested and ready to enjoy all the good that 
day is bringing to you

A Day in Canadian History 
On this date, in 1608, Samuel de 


Champlain founded Quebec. He 
had arrived that day from 
Tadoussac. He himself is his best 
historian: 


“On arrival I looked for a place 
suitable for our settlement, but I 
could not find any more suitable 
than the point of Quebec 
called by the natives, which was 
covered with ut trees, I at once 
employed a part of our workmen 
in cutting them down to make a 
site for our settlement, another
